Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 33-52 are allowed. 

As to claim 33, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious a support frame in which the object is receivable, said 
support frame including guide rails mounted along the periphery therethroughout of said 
support frame; and a measurement table to which the object is anchorable, said 
measurement table being rotatable about a longitudinal axis thereby allowing each 
position of the painted surface of said object to be brought into a reflection position with 
respect to said light source and said screen, in combination with the rest of the 
limitations of the claim. Claims 34-52 are allowable by virtue of their dependency.
